He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was 
received  and  read  for  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Speaker  reported,  that  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  this  day,  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chanjiber,  Hia 
Honor  was  pleased  to  make  a  speech  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature, of  which  Mr.  Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent  mistakes,  obtained  a 
copy,  which  he  read  to  the  House,  as  foUoweth : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

In  welcoming  you  on  your  return  to  your  parliamentary  labours,  it  is  a 
great  pleasure  to  me  that  the  first  words  I  have  to  utter  should  be  to  publicly 
state  that  our  Province  has  suffered  but  little  from  the  economic  and  financial 
crisis  that  has  been  so  severely  felt  elsewhere. 

Since  last  session,  the  Imperial  Parliament  has  passed  an  act  confirming 
the  increase  in  the  subsidies  which  the  representatives  of  the  federal  author- 
ities had  promised  at  the  inter-provincial  conference  of  1906.  Through  the 
efforts  of  my  Government,  it  was  provided  that  the  statute,  although  passed 
in  the  month  of  August,  should  take  effect  from  the  1st  July  and  we  con- 
sequently received  the  additional  subsidy  some  time  afterwards. 

In  applying  to  the  courts  to  protect  our  territory  against  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  Newfoundland  authorities  ^  my  Government  has  not  discontinued 
the  negotiations  it  had  previously  begun  in  connection  with  the  establishing 
of  the  boundary  between  that  country  and  ours,  and  I  am  happy  to  inform 
you  that  the  Newfoundland  Goyemment  has  accepted  our  proposal  to  submit 
the  question  to  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  Privy 
■Council. 

The  annexation  of  Ungava  to  our  Province  continues  to  be  urged  by 
QB  upon  the  Ottawa  Government.  The  latter  has  not  yet  granted  our  re- 
quest, but  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  soon  do  so. 

The  laws    governing    the  administration    of  municipal    matters  in  our 
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country  districts  should  be  such  as  to  admit  of  easy  interpretation  and  to 
meet  present  conditions  and  needs.  Our  Municipal  Code  no  longer  satisfies 
these  requirements  and  you  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  a  Bill  to  authorize 
its  revision. 

The  business  before  the  courts  in  some  districts  of  our  Province  has 
grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  become  necessary  to  adopt  measures  to 
facilitate  its  despatch.  Bills  will  therefore  be  submitted  to  you  respecting 
the  re-organization  of  the  criminal  courts  having  jurisdiction  in  summary 
trials,  the  appointment  of  additional  judges  to  the  Superior  Court  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Montreal,  and  various  other  matters  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  justice. 

The  increase  of  crime  in  certain  parts  of  the  Province,  especially  those 
whither  the  current  of  immigration  chiefly  tends,  is  the  object  of  the  earnest 
attention  of  my  Government,  and  it  is  firmly  resolved  to  neglect  nothing  to 
secure  the  safety  of  person  and  property. 

The  third  report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  revise  our  statutes  will 
be  submitted  to  your  consideration  without  delay.  You  will  also  be  asked  to 
pass  an  act  putting  the  revision  into  force. 

My  Government  is  actively  engaged  in  organizing  the  two  technical 
industrial  schools  and  the  school  for  higher  commercial  studies,  the  founda- 
tion of  which  you  authorized  last  session,  and  I  believe  I  am  in  a  position  to 
inform  you  that  their  establishment  will  shortly  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

Two  new  normal  schools  have  been  founded :  one  at  Three  Eivers  and 
the  other  at  Nicolet,  for  the  purpose  of  training  a  suflScient  number  of  com- 
petent school  mistresses  and  thereby  furthering  the  progress  of  instruction 
in  our  primary  schools. 

To  induce  the  school  commissioners  to  increase  the  school-mistresses' 
salaries  and  encourage  the  latter  to  persevere  in  their  career,  further  yearly 
bonuses  will  be  paid  to  the  most  deserving  school  municipalities  and  to 
school-mistresses  who  teach  for  more  than  ten  years. 

My  Government  likewise  proposes  to  give  special  grants  to  poor  munici- 
palities to  help  them  to  replace  defective  school-houses  by  new  ones,  built  on 
plans  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

I  observe  with  pleasure  that  progress  in  agriculture  is  becoming  more 
and  more  marked  every  day.  Owing  to  better  inspection,  farm  produce  is 
now  of  superior  quality  and  our  farmers  can  sell  it  at  increasingly  remuner- 
ative prices. 

My  Government  has  increased  the  grant  to  the  Oka  agricultural  school, 
in  order  that  the  education  imparted  by  that  institution  may  be  more 
thorough.     I  am  convinced  that  this  action  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  act  respecting  rural  roads  passed  last  session  has  already  produced 
good  results.  My  Government  desires,  however,  to  still  further  favour  the 
improvement  of  out  means  of  communication  and  it  will,  therefore,  ask  you 
to  authorize  it  to  provide  still  further  for  the  bettering  of  roads  and  the  con- 
struction of  iron  bridges. 

Colonization  evidently  feels  the  effects  of  agricultural  prosperity.  Never 
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have  our  lands  been  more  sougbt  after  by  settlers.  The  Government  is  doincr 
all  in  its  power  to  encourage  the  settlement  of  our  public  domain  and  to 
facilitate  the  work  of  our  pioneers. 

The  students  sent  by  the  Province  to  follow  thp.  course  of  the  Tale 
Forestry  School,  are  now  engaged,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Forests,  in  establishing  a  nursery  fnr  tVe  propagation  of  forest 
trees.  This  project,  which  will  enable  us  to  »ittpifi|.r  .he  bftoresfation  of 
certain  sections  of  our  territory,  is  in  a  fair  way  of  be\n^  i-iniod  ^nt. 

The  commission  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  accidents  to  work- 
men has  not  yet  completed  its  enquiry.  It  has  already  heard  many  witnesses 
and  I  hope  that  the  report  it  will  make  to  you  before  long,  will  help  you  in 
preparing  legislation  that  will  protect  the  rights  both  of  employers  and 
employed. 

My  Government  will  ask  you  to  pass  an  act  to  secure  the  payment  of 
proper  wages  to  workmen  employed  on  public  contracts  or  works  subsidized 
by  the  State. 

The  frequency  of  accidents  caused  by  fire  in  public  buildings  has  rendered 
the  adoption  of  fresh  measures  necessary.  A  bill  for  the  consolidation  of  our 
laws,  compelling  the  owners  of  such  buildings  to  take  additional  precautions, 
will  be  submitted  to  you. 

The  question  of  the  guarantees  ofifered  by  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  the  Province,  keenly  engages  public  attention.  To  remove  the 
uneasiness  felt  on  this  score,  my  Government  will  submit  a  measure  to  you, 
regulating  the  organization,  control  and  administration  of  such  companies. 

You  will  also  be  called  upon  to  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing 
an  Agent  General  to  represent  the  Province  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  pro- 
mote the  development  of  our  agricultural,  commercial  and  industrial  relations 
with  it. 

Very  soon  three  hundred  years  will  have  elapsed  since  the  foundation  of 
Quebec.  This  is  an  event  that  should  be  commemorated,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  every  inhabitant  of  this  Province  wishes  that  it  be  properly  cele- 
brated. My  Government  deems  it  its  duty  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  th^ 
jubilee  celebration  which  is  being  prepared  and  will  ask  you  to  vote  an  ap- 
propriation for  that  purpose. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

The  estimates  for  the  coming  and  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  past  year, ' 
will  be  submitted  to  you  forthwith. 

You  will  no  flj)nbt  be  I«:<ppy  k»  see,  that  during  the  past  year  th^,  receipts 
have  greatly  e\cooclod  the  expenditure,  although  unforeseen  exigencies  had  to 
be  provided  for  and  no  timber  limits  were  leased.  The  results  of  the  current 
year  will  probably  be  equally  satisfactory. 

You  will  be  asked  to  vote  larger  appropriations  for  Public  Instruction, 
Agriculture  and  Colonization. 
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flonourable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  legislate  upon  several  other  subjects  of  general 
interest,  such  as  the  administration  of  public  lands,  mines,  fisheries  and  game, 
co-operative  agricultural  associations,  civil  procedure  and  the  indemnity  pay- 
able to  jurors. 

I  am  confident  that  you  will  carefully  study  the  variou^  matters  sub- 
mitted to  your  attention  and  that  your  decisions  will  be  inspired  solely  by  your 
respect  for  justice  and  your  solicitude  for  the  public  weal.

records.

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Mr.  Speaker  communicated  to  the  House,  a  Eeport  of  the  Librarian  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  state  of  the  Library,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Honorable  Speaker  and  Honorable  Members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly 

The  Librarian  has  the  honor  to  submit  his  report  for  the  recesss  of  1907- 
1908. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  last  session  the  Library  has  acquired  1300  vol- 
u;ne8  and  860  pamphlets  through  purchase,  exchange  or  private  gifts. 

The  present  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is  71,550  and  that  of  the 
pamphlets  is  18700.  About  one  half  of  the  above  number  are  in  the  library, 
and  the  other  half  are  scattered  in  six  different  rooms,  some  in  the  attics  and 
others  in  the  basement  of  the  Government  Buildings.  Such  a  regrettable 
anomaly  will  not  disappear  until  a  new  building  is  erected  and  adapted  for 
receiving  within  its  walls  the  mass  of  volumes  now  unavoidably  kept  from 
lublic  view.  May  that  day  soon  come  in  all  justice  to  the  Province  in  the 
first  place  and  also  to  those  who  devote  their  efforts  to  securing  the  pros- 
perity of  so  useful  and  so  interesting  a  thing  as  a  library. 

The  impetus  so  generously  given  to  technical  studies  in  past  years  in 
duced  the  librarian  to  purchase  what  might  be  called  a  library  on  the  subject. 
Thus  he  has  acquired  on  fairly  favorable  conditions  81  volumes  published  in 
the  English  language,  containing  the  works  of  the  most  competent  authors 
on  the  various  branches  of  human  industry.  The  librarian  further  proposes 
to  purchase  shortly  some  French  works  on  the  same  subjects  under  various 
aspects.  The  library  will  thus  possess  before  long  a  department  of  technical 
works  which  may  be  consulted  with  the  greatest  profit.

Hon.  Lomer  Gouin, 

Prime  Minister, 

Quebec, 
Sir, 

For  some  months  past  I  have  been  the  object  of  the  most  violent  attacks 
on  the  part  of  the  adversaries  of  the  Government  who  have  had  the  most  de- 
famatory charges  published  in  the  press  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  my  department. 
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After  conferring  with  you,  I  brought  one  of  my  traducers  before  the 
courts  and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

From  conversations  we  have  had  together  on  the  subject,  1  understand 
that,  while  admitting  the  honesty  of  my  administration,  you  cannot  but  be 
annoyed  at  these  continued  attacks  against  one  of  your  ^linisters  and  I  do 
not  conceal  from  myself  the  fact  that  in  the  Asselin  trial,  it  is  claimed  that 
h-  has  the  whole  Government  against  him.  I  realize  all  this.  I  wish  to 
fight  my  adversaries  with  equal  weapons  and  thus  I  wish  to  meet  them  in 
the  course  of  the  investigations  you  have  promised  to  grant  and  even  to  insist 
upon. 

I  therefore  tender  you  my  resignation  as  Minister  of  Colonization,  Mines 
and  Fisheries,  with  the  certainty  that  you  wull  give  me  the  advantage  of  do- 
fending  my  administration  so  unfairly  attacked. 

I  consider  that  this  is  the  only  line  of  conduct  due  to  myself,  to  my 
family,  to  my  province  and  to  my  party. 

1  therefore  beg  you  to  lay  my  resignation  before  His  Honor  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  and  to  accept  for  yourself  the  expression  of  my  best  consider- 
ation.

I  laid  it  before 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  this  morning,  and  he  has  accepted  your 
resignation. 

The  de- 
cision to  which  you  have  come  seems  to  me  the  wisest  in  the  circumstances. 

1  never  for  a  moment  doubted  the  honesty  of  your  administration  of 
your  department,  and  you  may  rest  assured  that  the  Government  will  give 
you,  as  you  ask,  an  opportunity  to  refute  the  charges  made  against  you.

It  extends  from  Nominingue  to  the  New  Farm,  passing 
through  the  following  townships  :  Loranger,  ranges  5,  6  and  7 ;  De  Montigny^ 
ranges  1  and  2 ;  Boyer,  ranges  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  ;  Campbell,  range  A  ;  Rochon, 
ranges  7,  6,  5,  and  south-east,  river  Kiamika ;  Moreau,  range  north-west, 
river  Kiamika ;  7,  6,  5,  4,  2  and  1 ;  Wurtele,  ranges  6,5,2  and  1. 

2.  The  road  was  located  in  the  fall  of  1901.  The  work  was  begun  in  the 
spring  of  1902  and  continued  from  year  to  year  since  then.  It  was  opened 
to  traffic  over  the  whole  length  in  1905. 

3.  The  whole  road  has  therefore  been  built  since  1902.  Some  portions 
of  a  road  which  were  begun  for  a  distance  of  5  or  6  miles  from  the  village  of 
Nominingue,  were  utilized.

The  work  done  so  far  or  in  course  of  execution 
consists  of  drainage,  the  excavations  for  the  walls  generally,  a  portion  of  the 
foundations,  the  preparation  of  the  stone  and  iron  for  the  building,  and  the 
gratings  for  the  window's. 

3.  By  contract. 

4.  The  architects  are  Messrs.  Marchand  and  Brassard ;  the  contractors 
Messrs.  J.  B.  Pauze  &  Co.,  of  Montreal. 

5.  The  architects  are  entitled  to  a  commission  of  4  p.c.  for  making  the 
plans  and  specfications,  superintending  the  work  and  checking  the  accounts 
in  the  event  of  the  cost  of  construction  being  less  than  $500,000.00  and  for 
everything  above  the  amount  3i/^  p.c.  This  commission  comprises  that  of 
1%  p.c.  for  the  price  of  the  plans  of  the  whole,  delivered  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  Labour.

Has  the  Government  been  informed  as  to  the 
want  of  suflBcient  safeguards  against  accident  by  fire  in  many  of  the  schools 
in  the  city  of  Montreal?

3.  Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  take  steps  to  see  that  the 
said  buildings  are  properly  safeguarded  in  order  to  prevent  loss  of  life? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Taschereau  : — 

1.  After  the  fire  at  the  Hochelaga  school,  the  inspectors  inspected  all  the 
schools  in  the  city  and  banlieu  of  Montreal,  accompanied  by  the  Catholic  and 
Protestant  school  commissioners  of  Montreal,  Westmount,  St.  Louis,  St. 
Paul,  etc.,  and  ordered  what  was  necessary  to  be  done  for  the  safety  of  the 
children  and  teachers.  According  to  the  inspectors'  reports,  out  of  198 
schools  inspected,, there  were  still  about  twenty  that  were  not  as  they  should 
be.  The  inspectors  are  now  making  fresh  inspections  to  hasten  the  changes 
ordered. 

2.  A  file  of  newspapers,  containing  articles  from  the  Montreal  Herald, 
on  the  subject,  was  received  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works  on  the  15th 
instant. 

3.  Yes ;  the  Government  will  shortly  submit  legislation  on  the  subject. 

By  Mr.  Tellier. — 1.  How  long  has  there  been  a  vacancy  in  the  ofifice  of 
Prothonotary  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Quebec?

Article  2338  of  the  Eevised  Statutes,  enacts  that  the  deputy-prothonotary 
perfomas  the  duties  of  the  prothonotary  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  latter. 
One  of  the  said  deputy-prothonotaries  was  directed  by  the  Attorney -General 
to  take  charge  of  the  Prothonotary 's  office  and  he  still  acts  as  prothonotary. 

2.  The  Government  deemed  it  in  the  public  interest  to  proceed  as  it  has 
done. 

3.  No  observation  of  Mr.  Justice  Lemieux  was  oflficially  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Government  which  hesitates  to  place  any  faith  in  what  ap- 
peared in  the  newspapers  on  the  subject  inasmuch  as  no  judge  or  member  of 
the  Bar  has  made  a  complaint  and  moreover  the  appointment  of  the  oflScers 
of  justice  is  outside  the  jiirisdiction  of  Mr.  Justice  Lemieux. 

4.  A  person  will  shortly  be  appointed  to  the  oflfiee  of  prothonotary. 

By  Mr.  Langlois. — Do^s  the  Government  intend  to  give  a  grant  to  the 
French  school  of  elocution  of  Montreal? 
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Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Eoy : — 
Under  consideration. 

By  Mr.  Langlois. — 1.  How  many  municipalities  in  the  Province  of  Que- 
bec have  refused  to  comply  with  the  regulation  which  obliges  them  to  supply 
the  teachers  with  the  fuel  necessary  to  heat  their  school-houses?

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Eoy  : — 

In  the  cases  which  have  come  to  the  Superintendent's  knowledge,  the 
school  boards,  which  were  very  few  in  number,  who  thought  that  they  w^erc 
not  obUged  to  supply  the  fuel  to  heat  the  school  houses,  did  so  upon  being 
informed  of  their  obligations. 

By  Mr.  Langlois. — 1.  Is  the  Government  aware  that  the  meat  consumed 
'n  Montreal  is  not  inspected,  while  in  the  same  city,  that  intended  for  foreign 
export  or  shipped  to  other  provinces  is  carefully  inspected  each  day  by  special 
officials? 

2.  Is  the  Government  aware  that  these  officials  confiscate  large  quantities 
of  meat  every  day  as  not  fit  to  be  eaten? 

3.  Has  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  made  any  representations  to  the 
Government  on  the  subject. 

4.  If  not,  does  the  Government  intend  to  take  any  steps  to  remedy  the 
present  state  of  affairs? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Roy  : — 

1.  Under  the  act  respecting  the  inspection  of  meats  and  canned  foods, 
sanctioned  on  the  27th  April,  1907,  the  Federal  Government  organized  a 
special  service,  in  Montreal,  in  October  lastj  for  the  inspection  of  meats  in- 
tended for  export ;  but  this  federal  service  did  not  in  any  wise  put  a  stop  to 
the  municipal  inspection  of  meat  for  consumption,  in  the  city  of  Montreal. 
That  Municipal  service  existed  long  before  the  organization  of  the  federal 
service,  w^hich  is  a  special  one. 

2.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  twelve  federal  inspectors  stationed  at  Mon- 
treal for  the  inspection  of  meat  intended  for  export,  must  report  many  con- 
fiscations to  the  Government  under  whose  orders  they  are,  for  in  the  month 
of  February  last  alone,  the  inspectors  in  the  service  of  the  municipal  board 
of  health  of  Montreal,  confiscated,  on  their  part,  105  whole  carcasses  of  ani- 
mals, besides  25,773  lbs  of  meat  intended  for  consumption  in  Montreal  itself. 

3.  The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  has  made  no  repre- 
sentations to  the  Government  to  the  subject. 

4.  If  necessary,  the  duty  of  improving  the  municipal  service  in  connec- 
tion w^ith  foodstuffs  in  Montreal,  would  lie  there,  as  in  the  thousand  other 
municipalities  of  the  Province,  wdth  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  city 
which  has  extensive  powers  in  the  matter  under  its  charter.

By  Mr.  Langlois. — 1.  Has  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  sent  a  special 
report  to  the  Government  on  the  subject  of  mortality  among  children? 

2.  If  not,  does  the  Government  intend  to  give  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  inslractions  to  maJ^e  a  serious  study  of  what  would  be  the  best  means 
to  take  to  diminish  the  death  rate  among  children  in  the  Province  of  Quebec? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Eoy: — 

I. 


During  the  summer  of  1906,  a  deputation  from  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  represented  to  the  Government  that  the  excessive  infantile  mortality 
rendered  necessary  the  making  of  certain  legislative  enactments,  and  as  the 
outcome  of  these  representations,  the  Government  sanctioned  several  regula- 
tions, which  came  into  force  after  their  publication  in  the  Official  Gazette  of 
the  13th  October,  1906.     These  regulations  relate  to  the  following  subjects : 
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1.  The  obligation  of  maternities  and  infant  asylums  to  give  notice  of 
their  existence.  2.  The  obligation  of  these  same  institutions  to  make  annual 
reports  on  the  movement  of  their  population.  3.  Outside  of  these  institutions 
the  obUgation  of  every  person,  with  the  exception,  however,  of  a  tutor  or 
relative  taking  the  charge  of  a  child  of  less  than  five  years,  to  make  within 
a  delay  of  48  hours,  the  declaration  thereof  to  the  municipal  authorities,  and, 
in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  child,  to  give  notice  of  such  death  within 
24  hours  therefrom.  4.  The  purifying  of  the  milk  supply  which  forms  the 
subject  of  20  articles  in  the  regulations  of  1906.

The  statistics  published  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province  amply 
show  that  gastro-enteritis  in  this  Province,  as  everywhere  else,  is  the  great 
destroyer  of  nurslings. The  chief  causes  of  gastro-enteritis  are  well  known  :  de- 
privation of  the  mother's  milk,  bad  food  (contaminated  milk,  precocious  use 
of  farinaceous  foods,  etc.) ,  neglect  to  call  in  the  physician  at  the  proper  time 
and,  finally,  pauperism. 

In  addition  to  the  legislative  provisions  above  mentioned,  the  struggle 
against  infant  mortality  includes  the  education  of  families  in  matters  of  in- 
fantile hygiene,  and  assistance. 

Assistance  is  provided  by  various  institutions,  such  as  societies  for  aiding 
women  and  girls  who  are  pregnant  or  who  have  given  birth  to  children ;  mater- 
nal insurances,  associations  for  supplying  milk  to  the  poor,  advice  regarding 
nurslings,  day  nurseries,  foundling  asylums  and  hospitals  for  nurslings. 

Education  in  matters  of  infantile  hygiene  or  the  rearing  of  children,  to 
be  complete,  must  not  only  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  mothers  of  the 
present  day  by  multiplying  advice  regarding  nurslings,  but  should  also  prepare 
the  mothers  of  the  future  for  their  missions.  This  should  be  done  by  teaching 
infantile  hygiene  in  schools  for  young  girls  and  in  housekeeping  schools. 

The  -share  the  Board  of  Health  can  take  in  this  struggle  with  infant 
mortality,  is :  1.  To  draft  the  necessary  legislation  and  regulations  to  dimin- 
ish the  causes ;  this  it  has  done  as  set  forth  above.  2.  To  contribute  to  the 
education  of  mothers  in  matters  of  infantile  hygiene ;  this  it  has  endeavoured 
to  do  by  publishing  a  pamphlet  called  **Milk  in  connection  with  the  feeding 
of  nurslings."  3.  To  stimulate  physicians,  municipalities  and  the  public 
generally ;  this  it  has  always  done  since  its  foundaton ,  according  to  the  re- 
sources at  its  disposal  by  periodical  and  specal  publications  on  the  subject 
in  addition  to  the  campaign  carried  on  by  means  of  its  monthly  Bulletin. 

Of  course  the  Board  of  Health  is  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  Legislature 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  any  question  it  may  be  pleased  to  put  to  it.

Who  now  replaces  Dr.  J.  A.  Pin- 
eault,  who  died  in  December,  1906,  as  lands  agent  at  St.  Laurent  de  Mata- 
pedia? 

2.  What  is  the  present  agent's  salary. 

3.  What  security  has  he  given?    • 
Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turgeon : — 

1.  Madame  Veuve  Berthe  Pineault  was  authorized,  on  the  20th  Septem- 
ber, 1907,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Crown  Lands  agent  at  St.  Laurent  de 
Matapedia. 

2.  $400.00  a  year. 

3.  None,  this  appointment  being  only  temporary. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  LeBlanc. — ^Has  Mr.  Wilfred  Paquette,  Account- 
ant in  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace's  OfiSce,  Montreal,  been  paid  all  his  salary,  to 
wit :  four  hundred  dollars,  from  1st  July,  1907,  to  the  1st  March,  instant? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Grouin : — 

From  1st  July,  1907,  to  1st  March  instant,  the  Government  has,  accord- 
ing to  the  pay-roll  of  salaries  prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  the 
Peace  at  Montreal,  transmitted  to  the  latter  $400  to  pay  Mr.  Wilfrid 
Paquette's  salary. 

By  Mr.  Giard. — 1.  Is  the  Government  or  any  of  its  members  informed 
in  any  way  that  there  are  in  this  Province  establishments  in  which  usury 
is  practised  freely  and  pitilessly  to  the  groat  injury  of  the  public? 

2.  If  so,  what  measures  does  the  Attorney-General  intend  to  take  to 
suppress  usury  or  to  lessen  its  disastrous  effects? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr  .Gouin  : — 

1.  The  Government  learned  through  the  newspapers  that  a  person  in 
Montreal  practised  usury. 

2.  The  Attorney-General  gave  instructions  to  his  representatives  to  en- 
quire into  the  facts  and  authorized  them  to  prosecute  the  person  in  question, 
who  fled  before  tho  execution  of  the  warrant  issued  for  his  arrest.

Answ-er  by  the  Honorable  Mr.   Weir : — 

1.  Complaints  have  been  made  that  certain  mutual  fire  insurance  com- 
panies have  been  taking  cash  premium  risks  to  an  amount  exceeding  that  au- 
thorized by  law\ 

2.  These  companies  having  been  notified  and  having  expressed  their  in- 
tention of  reducing  these  risks  to  the  limit  authorized,  it  is  deemed  advisable 
v\  the  public  interest  not  to  give  their  names. 

By  Mr.  Mousseau. — 1.  Does  the  Government  intend  to  devote  any  sum 
of  money  to  encourage  competitions  between  parishes  for  the  best  kept 
farms? 

2.  If  so,  how  much  annually?

Out  of  the  yearly  'grants  which  the  afxricultural  societies  receive  from  the 
Government  they  are  obliged  to  have,  at  least  every  five  years,  competitions 
for  best  kept  farms  by  parishes  or  by  counties,  for  which  they  miist  set  apart 
:i  portion  of  their  funds  in  the  following  proportions  : 
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Societies  entitled  to  a  maximum  of  $800  must  spend  for  that  purpose  at 
least  $250.00;  those  entitled  to  $500,  $156.00;  those  entitled  to  $400,  $126; 
those  entitled  to  $250,  $78.00. 

The  amounts  spent  by  agricultural  societies  for  that  purpose  are  entered 
in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  are  laid  before 
the  House.

y\Y.  Speaker  ruled  this  m(»li(»n  out  of  Ord(T.  as  follows  : 
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**It  is  admitted  that  it  is  according  to  parliamentary  rules  to  rescind  a 
motion,  a  resolution,  a  vote  of  the  House.  But  that  is  not  the  point  that 
attracted  my  attention  when  I  read  the  notice  of  the  motion  submitted  by  | 

the  Honorable  Member  for  Laval.  It  at  once  struck  me  as  beyond  recognied 
usage,  as  well  as  contrary  to  precedent,  that  the  right  to  move  the  rescinding 
should  be  ample  enough  to  cover  at  once  the  whole  of  the  procedure  on  a  bill, 
even  when  the  bill  had  been  finally  passed  and  when  the  House  had  further 
ordered  its  transmission  to  the  Legislative  Council  by  a  regular  message. 

Nevertheless,  not  wishing  to  decide  the  point  without  giving  it  all  due 
consideration  in  view  of  the  very  special  nature  of  the  proposed  motion,  as 
well  as  of  the  precedent  to  be  established  in  one  sense  or  another,  I  deemed 
it  my  duty  to  ask  the  Honorable  Member  for  Laval  to  cite  precedents  of  cases 
similar  to  that  now  before  us. 

On  my  part,  I  have  searched  and  have  not  found  anywhere  that  the  pro- 
cedure on  a  bill  that  had  passed  its  third  reading  and  had  been  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  the  other  House,  had  been  rescinded,  set  aside  and  begun  over  again 
as  proposed. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  my  opinion  that  the  power  to  rescind 
cannot  go  so  far  and,  under  the  circumstances,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  es- 
tablish an  important  precedent  by  declaring  that  the  motion  of  the  Honorable 
Member  for  Laval  is  not  in  order.'*

the  Province,  by  encouraging  the  repatriation  of  our  people  now  in  the  United 
States  and  by  attracting  sound  immigration  that  we  shall  be  able  to  preserve 
its  autonomy,  and  its  influence  in  theCanadian  Confederation,  this  House  ex- 
presses the  wish  that,  while  continuing  to  promote  extensive  colonisation  m 
this  Province,  the  Government  will  encourage  intensive  colonisation  by  mak- 
ing it  easy  for  the  workman  in  the  cities,  the  repatriated  Canadian,  and  the 
immigrant  to  select  lots  and  to  settle  on  the  same  in  a  methodical  and  defin- 
itive manner. 

And  the  Debate  continuing.

The  Honorable  Mr.  Weir  then  informed  the  House  that  he  was  author- 
ized by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  submit  the  said  Resolutions 
which  His  Honor  recommended  to  their  consideration.

Resolved,  4. — That  fees  and  dues  shall  be  required  for  the  rendering  of 
all  services,  and  the  filing  of  all  documents  connected  with  the  carrying  out 
of  the  act  to  be  based  upon  these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  5. — That  the  Lieutenant-Governor  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  and  amend  the  tariff  of  fees  which  he  may  think  fit  to  prescribe  in  the 
case  covered  by  Numbers  1,  2,  3  and  4,  of  the  above  resolutions. 

Resolved,  6. — That  to  ensure  the  due  administration  of  insurance  busi- 
ness in  this  Province,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  an 
officer  called  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  with  such  salary  as  he  may 
think  proper,  and  that  the  said  superintendent  shall  be  an  ofl&cer  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  and  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  also 
define  from  time  to  time,  the  functions  and  duties  of  said  officer. 

Resolved,  7. — That,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  office  of  the  inspector 
of  insurance  companies,  a  sum,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars,  shall  be 
furnished  and  paid  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  annually,  by  the  companies 
subject  to  inspection  by  the  inspector  and  that  this  sum  shall  be  levied  pro- 
portionately to  the  gross  amount  of  each  company's  policies  in  force  at  the 
end  of  the  preceding  year  and  that  the  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
final  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  each  company  in  virtue  of  the  present 
resolution.

Has  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  study  the  recourse  arising  fro  maccidents  to  workmen  made  a  first 
report? 
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2.  Is  it  to  make  a  report  soon,  if  not,  when  may  it  be  expected  to  make 
a  report? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Taschereau  : — 

1.  Yes.  2.  Its  instructions  are  to  proceed  with  all  the  depatch  possible 
and  the  Government  hopes  to  receive  another  report  shortly.

3.  In  1897,  the  Government  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  long  term 
contract  entered  into  in  February,  1897  with  the  corporation  of  L^Assomption 
college,  granted  subsidies  out  of  proportion  to  the  services  which  the  L'As- 
somption agricultural  school  had  rendered  and  was  in  a  position  to  render  to 
the  farming  classes,  and  decided  to  cancel  it. 

But,  inasmuch  as  the  said  corporation  had  put  up  expensive  buildings 
wherefrom  it  could  derive  no  benefit,  it  was  only  equitable  to  take  into  ac- 
count to  a  certain  extent,  the  expenditure  so  incurred  in  good  faith. 

The  amount  at  first  exacted  by  the  corporation  of  L'Assomption  Col- 
lege was  nearly  $30,000.00,  but  after  negotiations,  the  indemnity  was  agreed 
upon  by  both  parties  at  $15,000.00,  payable  in  three  instalments,  in  addition 
to  an  amount  of  $1,000.00  payable  in  one  sum,  because  the  school  had  re- 
mained open  during  the  negotiations  for  a  certain  number  of  months.

Gauthier  reported,  That  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made 
amendments  thereunto. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill,  as  amended  in  the  Committee,  be  now  taken  into 
consideration. 

The  House  accordingly  proceeded  to  take  the  Bill  into  consideration. 

And  the  Question  being  put.  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  third  time; 
the  House  divided  :  and  it  was  resolved  in  the  Affirmative.

The  Honorable  Mr.  Koy  moved,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Tasche- 
reau,  and  the  Question  being  put.  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair; 
It  was  resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Eoy  then  informed  the  House  that  he  was  authorized 
bv  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  submit  the  said  Resolutions  which 
His  Honor  recommended  to  their  consideration. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee.

Resolved,  1. — That  only  two  local  and  rural  municipalities  per  county  can 
be  subsidized  under  section  1  of  the  act  7  Edward  VU,  chapter  3.  That 
nevertheless,  if  more  than  two  local  and  rural  municipalities  in  the  same 
county  ask  for  such  subsidy  and  adopt  the  by-law  mentioned  in  section  2  of

not  exceed  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  county  in  any  year.  That 
the  subsidy  shall  be  divided  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  between  the  said 
municipalities  entitled  thereto  in  the  following  manner :  three-eighths  of  the 
subsidy  shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  tounicipalities  each  of  which  has 
done  work  during  the  year  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars 
and  the  remainder  shall  be  divided  proportionately  to  the  amount  spent  by 
each  municipaUty.  That  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  with  re- 
ference to  such  division  shall  be  final  and  without  appeal;  and  that  such  divi- 
sion shall  be  made  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  a  municipality  may  have  to 
the  special  subsidy  granted  by  the  following  resolutions  3  and  4. 

Resolved,  2. — That  the  act  7  Edward  VII,  chapter  3,  shall  apply  to 
rural  and  local  municipalities  where,  in  accordance  with  article  1080  of  the 
Municipal  Code,  work  on  municipal  roads  is  done  at  the  expense  of  the  cor- 
poration, provided  the  tax  imposed  for  such  work  is  not  commuted,  wholly 
or  partly,  into  work  to  be  performed  in  common. 

Resolved,  3. — That  if  a  local  and  rural  municipality,  after  adopting  the 
by-law  mentioned  in  section  2  of  the  act  7  Edward  VII,  chapter  3,  incurs, 
during  the  year  ending  on  the  previous  31st  December,  expenses  amounting 
to  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars  for  making  and  maintaining  all  the  roads 
made  and  improved  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation  of  such  municipaUty, 
and  has  one  or  more  of  such  roads  macadamized  or  gravelled,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  to  grant,  in  addition  to  the  subsidy  mentioned  in 
section  1  of  the  act  7  Edward  VII,  chapter  3,  an  additional  subsidy  equal 
to  one-half  the  expenses  incurred  for  such  macadamizing  or  gravelling,  pro- 
vided such  expenses  have  been  incurred  in  addition  to  the  eight  hundred 
dollars  above  mentioned  and  that  such  special  subsidy  for  macadamizing  and 
gravelling  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year." 

Resolved,  4. — That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  to  grant  a 
yearly  subsidy  to  any  local  rural  municipality  which  without  adopting  the 
by-law  mentioned  in  section  2  of  the  act  7  Edward  VII,  chapter  3,  has  one 
or  more  roads  macadamized  or  gravelled ;  and  that  such  subsidy  shall  be 
equal  to  one-half  the  expenses  incurred  during  the  year  ending  on  the  previous 
31st  December  for  such  macadamizing  or  gravelling  and  shall  not  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Resolved,  5. — That  the  works  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  resolutions 
must  be  done  in  accordance  with  regulations,  plans  and  specifications,  sup- 
plied or  previourjly  approved  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture ;  and  that  a 
special  report  of  the  expenses  incurred  shall  be  made  to  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, before  the  eighth  day  of  January,  on  a  form  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Agriculture ;  and  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  signed  by  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  council,  attesting  its  correctness. 

Resolved,  6. — That  corporations  wishing  to  benefit  by  the  subsidy  men- 
tioned in  the  foregoing  resolutions  3  and  4,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  previous  to  the  first  of  July,  by  sending  him  a 
duly  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  of  their  municipal  council  to  that  eflfect.

To  the  Indian  River  Railway  Company  a  subsidy  of  4000  acres  of 
land  per  mile  not  convertible  into  money  for  a  railway,  19  miles  long,  from  a 
point  at  or  near  the  north  end  of  lake  Megantic  and  towards  the  south  along 
said  lake  to  a  point  on  the  international  boundary  line,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  by  the  act  4  Edward  VII,  chapter  2,  section  1,  paragraph  d. 

g).  To  the  Matane  and  Gaspe  Railway  Company,  a  subsidy  of  4000  acress 
of  land  per  mile,  not  convertible  into  money,  to  aid  it  to  build  37  miles  of  its 
line  from  a  point  at  or  near  Ste.

(m).  To  the  same  company  a  subsidy  of  3,000  acres  of  land  per  mile,  not 
conve:  tible  into  money,  to  aid  it  to  build  12  miles  of  railway  for  the  extension

(q).  To  the  Pontiac  and  Interprovincial  Railway  Company,  to  aid  it  to 
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build  a  railway  of  20  miles  in  length,  from  Waltham  Station  to  Ferguson's 
Point,  in  the  county  of  Pontiac,  a  subsidy  of  4,000  acres  of  land  per  mile,  not 
convertible  into  money,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  the  act  6  Fdward  VII, 
chapter  4,  section  1 ,  paragraph  k. 

(r).  To  a  railway  compony,  to  aid  it  to  build  10  miles  of  railway,  starting 
from  a  point  in  the  village  of  H6bertville,  in  the  county  of  Lake  St.  John,  run- 
ning towards  St.  Joseph  d'Alma,  a  subsidy  of  4,000  acres  of  land  per  mile,  not 
convertible  into  money,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  the  act  6  Edward  VII 
chaptei*  4,  section  1,  paragraph  (p)  ; 

(s).  To  a  railway  company,  to  aid  it  to  build  30  miles  of  railway  from 
Roberval,  lunning  towards  the  west  in  the  direction  of  James  Bay,  a  subsidy 
of  4,000  acres  of  land  per  mile,  not  conveitible  into  money,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  by  the  act  6  Edward  VII,  chapter  4,  section  1,  paragraph  (q)  ; 

(t).  To  the  Lotbiniere  and  Megantic  Railway  Company,  a  subsidy  of  2,000 
acres  of  land  per  mile,  not  convertible  into  money,  to  aid  it  to  build  60  miles 
of  railway  from  Lyster  station  in  the  township  of  Nelson,  county  of  Megantic, 
running  towaids  Lime  Ridge,  county  of  Wolfe,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  gianted 
by  the  act  6  Edward  VII,  chapter  4,  section  1,  paragraph  (o)  ; 

(u).  To  the  Atlantic,  Quebec  and  Western  Railway  Company,  to  aid  it 
to  construct  50  miles  of  its  road  fiom  a  point  at  or  near  Gaspe  Basin  running 
in  the  direction  of  Causapscal  on  the  Intei  colonial  Railway,  passing  tlirough 
the  interior  of  the  peninsula  of  Gasp 6,  a  subsidy  of  4,000  acres  of  land  per  mile, 
not  convertible  into  money  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  the  act  6  Edward 
VII,  chapter  4,  section  1,  paragraph  (a)  ; 

To  the  same  company,  to  aid  it  to  construct  100  miles  of  road  from  Paspe- 
biac  to  Gasp6,  20  miles  having  been  built  between  Paspebiac  and  Port  Daniel, 
following  the  shore  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  subsidy  of  4,000  acres  per  mile, 
not  convertible  into  money,  for  a  length  not  exceeding  80  miles,  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  by  the  act  6  Edward  VII,  chapter  4,  section  1,  paragraph  (a)  ; 

(y).  To  the  Met  abet  chouan  Pulp  Company,  a  subsidy  of  1000  acres  of  land 
per  mile,  not  convertible  into  money  to  aid  it  to  build  its  I'ailway  for  13  miles, 
from  lake  Bouchettc  to  St.  Andr6  on  the  river  Metabctchouan. 

Resolved  2. — ^That  the  mines  and  minerals,  as  defined  in  the  Quebec  Mining 
Law,  including  coal  and  petroleum,  which  may  be  in  or  on  the  lands  granted 
under  the  act  to  be  based  on  these  resolutions  be  leseived  in  favor  of  the 
Crown.

6.  The  company  shall  be  obliged  to  sell,  within  the  delay  from  time  to  time 
fixed  by  the  Minister  of  PubUc  Works  and  Labour,  to  settlers  in  good  faith  who 
apply  therefor,  lots  out  of  the  lands  granted  as  subsidies,  at  a  price  not  exceeding 
$2.50  per  acre  ; 

c.  The  Minister  of  Public  Works  and  Labour  may,  for  the  advancement  of 
colonization  and  the  convenience  of  settlers,  indicate  the  places  where  the  com- 
pany shall  erect  stations  upon  its  line,  and  such  stations  shall  be  erected  accor- 
dingly ; 

d.  The  Lieutenant-Governof  in  Council  shall  have  absolute  control,  at  all 
times,  over  the  rates  and  tolls  to  be  levied  and  imposed  by  the  company  upon 
its  railway  ; 

e.  The  company  shall  build  its  road  with  rails  made  and  purchased  in 
Canada,  and  shall  equip  its  line  with  materials  also  so  made  and  purchased, 
unless  such  rails  and  materials  cannot  be  procured  in  Canada  at  as  low  a  price 
and  upon  as  favorable  conditions  as  elsewhere,  and  unless  such  company  has 
been  previously  authorized  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  procure 
such  rails  and  matei  ials  outside  Canada  ; 

/.  The  railway  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  plans,  profiles,  books  of 
reference,  specifications  and  estimates,  and  under  the  conditions  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  upon  the  report  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  and  Labour. 

Resolved,  6. — ^That  the  works  of  construction  upon  the  railways  for  which 
subsidies  in  land  shall  be  granted  under  the  act  to  be  based  on  these  resolutions, 
shall  be  commenced,  if  not  so  already,  within  two  years  next  after  the  first  of 
July,  1908,  and  be  completed  within  a  reasonable  delay  to  be  detennined  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  not  to  exceed  four  years  from  the  said 
date ;  and,  in  default  of  the  commencement  and  completion  of  the  works 
within  the  prescribed  delays,  the  subsidies  shall  lapse  for  that  portion  of  the 
railway  which  then  remains  incomplete. 

Resolved,  7. — That  before  commencing  or  resuming  works,  the  company 
to  which  subsidies  in  land  shall  be  granted  shall  enter  into  a  contract  in 
writing  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Labour,  determining  the 
conditions  and  nature  of  the  works  to  be  performed  on  the  road,  and  the  share 
of  the  subsidy  to  be  assigned  to  each  section  of  ten  miles  of  a  continuous  and 
uninterrupted  road,  in  proportion  to  the  cost  of  building  the  hole  line  or  the 
subsidized  portion  thereof,  as  estimated  by  the  railway  engineer  of  the  De- 
partment;  and  that  every  such  company  shall,  before  claiming  any  part  of 
the  subsidies  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  establish  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  that  it  has  the  means  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  road  and  to  maintain  it  in  regular  operation. 
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Resolved,  8. — That  the  company  to  which  a  subsidy  shall  be  granted 
under  the  act  to  be  based  on  these  resolutions  shall  notify  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  and  Labour  whenever  any  section  of  its  road  is  ready  for  in- 
spection by  the  railway  engineer  of  the  Department  and  that  in  consequence 
it  requires  such  inspection  and  report  of  the  engineer.

QUESTIONS  PUT  BY  MEMBEES  AND  ANSWEES  THEEETO. 

By  Mr.  Lafontaine  (Berthier) — 1.  When  the  Commissioner  of  Lands, 
Forests  and  Fisheries,  Mr.  G.  A.  Nantel,  gave  instructions  to  advertise  a  sale  of 
limits  for  the  13th  June,  1897,  did  he  at  the  same  time  give  the  reasons  in  writitig 
lot  which  he  deemed  such  sale  necessary  ? 

2.  If  so,  what  reasons  did  he  allege  ? 

Answer  by  Honorable  Mr.  Turgeon  : 

Mr.  Nantel  authorized  the  advertizing  of  that  sale  in  writing  on  the  14th 
May,  1897.    That  writing  contained  the  following  passage  :  '^  I  consider  this 
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sale  necessary  :  1.  To  meet  the  previsions  of  the  estimates  ;  2.  Because  the 
territory  is  asked  for  by  the  trade  ;  because  the  limits  are  exposed  to  fire  and 
it  is  a  prudent  policy  to  have  them  protected  at  the  same  time  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  by  the  grantees. 

By  Mr.  Bergevin.— 1.  What  was  the  date  of  prorogation  of  the  session 
immediately  preceding  the  elections  of  May  1897  ? 

2.  Between  the  date  of  such  prorogation  and  the  date  of  the  general  election 
of  May  11th,  1897,  did  the  Flynn  Government  undertake  to  get  any  subsidy 
voted  or  to  grant  any  aid  to  any  railway  or  bridge  companies  ? 

3.  If  so,  at  what  date,  and  to  what  railway  or  bridge  companies  did  it  give 
such  promise  ?  4.  What  subsidy  or  aid  did  it  promise  each  of  such  companies 
and  when  had  the  application  for  such  subsidy  or  aid  been  made  to  it  ? 

Answer  by  Honorable  Mr.  Taschereau  : 

1.  9th  January,  1897. 

2.  Yes. 

3  and  4.  On  the  27th  February,  1897,  to  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern
